named, said: “He vehemently defended 
himself. He reminded councillors that he 
had been brought in to streamline the 
council and was carrying out its wishes.” 

A report into the 16-month discipli¬ 
nary process was prepared by eminent 
employment lawyer John Bowers QC. 

The report said within days of Mr 
Bilsborough’s appointment his col¬ 
leagues - three of whom had applied 
for his job - ganged up on him to 
ensure he could not work effectively. 

But the QC ruled Mr Bilsborough 
had not helped himself because he 
had sworn at staff to get his own way 
and frequently by-passed senior offi¬ 
cers to ensure his will prevailed. 

The QC found 28 of the charges 
against the council chief proved. 

Mr Bowers said: “I recognise Mr 
Bilsborough is talented and has some 
charisma and would do well in a dif¬ 
ferent environment. Relationships 
have effectively broken down to a 
point where I think they cannot be 
repaired and that is primarily by rea¬ 
son of Mr Bilsborough’s conduct.” 

Mr Bilsborough was brought in from 
the South East Economic and 
Development Agency and had never 
worked for a council before. 

Many of his colleagues had worked 
for Swale for more than ten years and 
feared being axed themselves. 

Mr Bilsborough told the hearing he 
was frustrated by not being able to get 
on with his life for the last 16 months. 

Council leader Andrew Bowles said: 
“The only lesson we can learn is to be 
careful about selecting staff, although 
we did use a top firm of recruitment 
specialists and took up all references. 

“I’m pleased that John Bowers QC 
endorsed the actions of Swale council.” 

Mr Bilsborough was unavailable for 
comment but is understood to be con¬ 
templating legal action against the 
council.

Shoppers feel the 
benefit of tuning 
out unwanted 
troublemakers

A SUCCESSFUL scheme to deter 
anti-social behaviour is music to the 
ears of shoppers at the Co-op store 
in Forbes Road. 

Classic compositions are being played over 
the store’s sound system to deter groups of 
young people from congregating outside - and 
to ensure a pleasing atmosphere within the 
shop. 

Tunes by legendary composers such as 
Vivaldi and Mozart are among those played by 
the staff who can adjust the volume of the 
music in response to groups standing around 
the shop front. 

For several years the idea of piped classics 
deterring troublemakers attained the status of 
an urban myth - but put into practice in 
Faversham the plan has proved a great success. 

Rob Oade of the Co-op explained: “Playing the 
music makes our shops ‘less cool’ as places for 
youngsters to hang out, and can make life 
much easier for our customers and staff.” 

The scheme was first pioneered in Canada in 


shopping malls and has since spread to the US 
- where folk music has been used in some 
stores as an alternative musical deterrent. 

A company spokeswoman said: “We installed 
classical music at our store in Faversham as at 
that point some youths were gathering outside 
in the evening. 

“Since the system has been installed staff 
members have noticed an improvement with 
less young people hanging around. 

“Our customers are also feeling the benefit 
and some say they feel more comfortable using 
the store in the evenings.” 

Shopper Glynis Hooper has been using the 
store for several years. 

She said: “You just don’t see the youths hang¬ 


ing around anymore. 

“They weren’t overly aggressive - it just 
made for a threatening atmosphere and going 
to the store to shop wasn’t something you 
looked forward to. 

“Now the atmosphere is decidedly good. It 
even sooths you when shopping and everyone 
has remarked on it.” 

The Co-op introduced the scheme as in some 
areas a local convenience store - being open in 
the evening - is a magnet for young people 
looking for somewhere to gather. 

The company’s general manager for central 
services Julia Rogers said on its introduction: 
“It can be intimidating for shoppers and for our 
staff who often face verbal abuse.”

Drugs crime is 
up but other 
offences down 

DRUG offences have risen by more 
than 50 per cent year-on-year in 
Mid Kent, new figures show. 

The Home Office statistics show 
153 drug-related crimes were com¬ 
mitted between October and 
December 2007, compared with 
101 during the same three months 
in the previous year. 

Fraud and forgery also rose, up 
30 per cent from 152 crimes in 
2006 to 197 the following year. 

Overall crime, however, dropped 
by 16 per cent, with vehicle crime 
down 41 per cent, house burglary 
down 38 per cent and criminal 
damage down 15 per cent. 

Superintendent Steve 

Corbishley said: We have seen sig¬ 
nificant drops in crime in almost 
every area of policing, combined 
with greater levels of detection and 
feelings of safety in the communi¬ 
ty. 

“This is down to our greater 
accessibility and significant invest¬ 
ment in neighbourhood policing, 
which means that as an area we 
are becoming increasingly proac¬ 
tive in addressing low-level vio¬ 
lence and anti-social behaviour. 

“This is having a direct impact 
on the level of crime on the streets 
of Mid-Kent and is a testament to 
the fine work of our police and 
community support officers.” 


School sex clinic 
aiming to reduce 
teen pregnancies 


A SCHOOL’S sexual health clinic is 
battling to bring down the high rate 
of teenage pregnancy in the borough. 

The weekly service at Sitting- 
bourne Community College, which 
offers contraception, relationship 
advice and pregnancy testing, was 
set up two years ago. 

In 2005, the rate of teenage girls 
falling pregnant in Swale stood at 
53.1 in every 1,000 15 to 17-year- 
olds. 

That figure dropped to 48.6 the fol¬ 
lowing year but still remained much 
higher than the national average of 
40.4 and second only to Thanet’s 
55.3 in Kent. 

Difference 

The college’s deputy head Ann 
Saunders said the clinic is making a 
difference. 

She said: We have not had a prob¬ 
lem with pupil pregnancy for several 
years. 

“Our problem was when students 
left school at 16 and entered into

early parenthood. 

We have worked really hard to 
give them aspirations and to raise 
their confidence in terms of a future 
and to delay children.” 

Ms Saunders said it was impor¬ 
tant to change the mindset of young 
men at the school and Year 9 pupils 
are now being given relationship 
and sexual health advice from 
Charlton Athletic Football Club 
players. 

She said: “It has already had a 
really good impact on their behav¬ 
iour and maturity. As they become 
young men it is giving them choices 
and information.” 

Ms Saunders, who is the Swale 
lead for the Pregnancy Partnership, 
took part in a study of poverty in the 
area. 

It found eight out of 10 of the fam¬ 
ilies living in poverty had been 
teenage mothers.

Chitty Chitty Bang Bang mystery still not solved 

Was car that sparked 
film buried in grounds?

THE real Chitty Chitty Bang Bang 
could be buried on a country estate 
near Bridge, lost for more than 80 
years. 

The mystery car was one of four built by 
Count Louis Zborowski, a millionaire racing 
driver who owned Higham Court, near Bridge, 
during the 1920s. 

The cars, equipped with powerful aeroplane 
engines, were so loud they were banned by law 
from entering Canterbury city walls. 

It was this noise that inspired their name, 
and the title of James Bond author Ian 
Fleming’s famous children’s book and then the 
famous film. But despite their fame the fate of 
one car - Chitty III - remains a mystery. 

The story goes that friends of the eccentric 
count buried the vehicle in the grounds of 
Higham following his death at the Italian 
Grand Prix in Monza in 1924. 

Previous owners of Higham Court have kept 
the story of the hidden car alive, and one in par¬ 
ticular spent years trying to locate it. 

Historian Reginald Moate, from Heme Bay, 
has a family stake in the saga, and has followed 
the history of the cars closely. 

He explained: “The count had been building 
racing cars and had a whole fleet of them. 

“But the work became too much and some was 
undertaken by a Canterbury company called 
Bligh Brothers, which my father worked for. 

“The previous owners of Higham Court were 
very interested in the story of the lost car and 


they asked me about it. 

“To my mind it is just a rumour and to find it 
- if it’s there - would be hugely difficult.” 

Of the four vehicles built by the Count, Chitty 
IV, went on to achieve lasting fame as the high¬ 
ly modified Babs, which briefly held the world 
land speed record in 1927. 

On the last record-breaking run, a technical 
fault at 170 mph killed driver and creator John 


Parry-Thomas, and the car was buried where it 
landed on Pendine Sands in Wales, where it lay 
for 40 years before being dug up and restored. 

It is now on display at the Pendine Museum 
of Speed, Carmarthenshire. 

Chitty II was sold to an American collector 
while Chitty I was broken up for parts after 
being bought by the sons of Sherlock Holmes 
author Arthur Conan Doyle.

Harbour plan to 
keep it working 
and create jobs 


COUNCILLORS have given the 
green light to develop Whitstable 
Harbour's South Quay and are 
looking for interested companies 
to help them. 

They decided to go ahead with the develop¬ 
ment plan at a meeting of the Harbour 
Board on Friday. 

The blueprint aims to preserve Whitstable 
as a working harbour while giving develop¬ 
ment opportunities to bring jobs to the town. 

It says marine and nautical companies will 
be favoured together with firms which build 
on Whitstable's distinctive qualities. 

It follows three controversial proposals, 
which included building a supermarket, 
aquarium or a pub, all of which were kicked 
out after a huge public outcry. 

The development brief says: “The board 
will give favourable consideration to develop¬ 
ments which wholly or partly perform com¬ 
munity functions which match its objectives 
and which provide an attraction to the har¬ 
bour for the benefit of users, educational 
groups or harbour businesses.”

Officials will want to avoid a re-run of the 
problems experienced before which prompt¬ 
ed an 18,000-strong petition and a poster 
campaign.

Brawn waste bin 
charges rocket 


CHARGES for garden waste bins will rise 
after council bosses discovered not enough res¬ 
idents had signed up to the scheme. 

So far about 3,000 people have signed up to 
use the bins since September last year - 
almost a third of the figure the council was 
hoping for. 

Currently the charge levied on residents is 
£30 per year, but this will rise to £35 after the 
initial target of 8,000 subscribers failed to 
be met. 

Swale’s cleansing services manager Alan 
Turner said: “The increase in cost is to keep 
this service in budget and, in part, reflects the 
costs of implementing the scheme more 
widely.” 

Depending on the success of the latest 
charge, that target may vary according to how 
much money is raised and the level of take-up. 

The charge is issued for the costs of provid¬ 
ing a 240 litre wheelie bin and 26 fortnightly 
collections. 

The brown bins used for collecting garden 
waste, and are in addition to the council’s twin 
bin system, which separates recyclable from 
regular household waste. 

By contrast, the recycling rate has improved 
from 15 per cent to 40 per cent since the intro¬ 
duction of twin bins in parts of the borough 
last year. 

Residents can apply for as many bins as they 
need for one address at £35 a year, or share 
with a neighbour and split the cost.

Q 


Tell me a little bit about yourself. 


A I was bom in Minster on the Isle of 
Sheppey in 1949. After university I worked 
for many years for Klippon Electrical, later 
Weidmuller, on the island as their computer 
manager. Following redundancy, after a merg¬ 
er, I worked for the Defence Research Agency 
(DRA), then part of the MoD, in London. The 
DRA went through several reorganisations 
and is now a pic called QinetiQ. I am based 
near Sevenoaks and manage a small depart¬ 
ment providing an asset management data¬ 
base to the organisation. I moved to 
Faversham in 1994 when I married Anne 
Salmon. Anne is the daughter of Maureen and 
the late Peter Salmon who represented Abbey 
on Swale and the town council for many years. 


Q 


How did you get involved in local politics? 


A I started being involved in the early 1970s 
on Sheppey, I was from a Labour family 
and just down from university. I hope this does 
not sound pompous but I wanted to help 
improve people’s lives and work for a more just 
and fair society and this is still my position. 


Q 


Why are you competing in the local election this year? 


The simple answer is because I hope to get 
elected to serve the people of Abbey ward and 
the interests of Faversham as a whole. Let’s face 
it the existing councillors, all Conservatives, 


have not done a good job for the town. The future 
of the Alexander Centre is still uncertain and 
the cash office is closing. The grant to the 
Citizens Advice Bureau has been cut. People feel 
services are getting worse and yet the council 
tax has increased by more than inflation. 

Q Do you believe there is enough political participation in 
Swale? 

A I am sure all the parties in Swale would wel¬ 
come more people becoming involved in local 
politics. Faversham has a better level of involve¬ 
ment than many other areas; I do not just 
mean in party politics but in the number of peo¬ 
ple who are prepared to get involved in organi¬ 
sations that make a contribution to the civic life 
of the town like the Faversham Society, the 
Creek Consortium and many others. The 
turnout at local elections is disappointingly low 
nationally. In Faversham it is usually around 
35 per cent, a bit better than the national level. 
This reflects people’s disengagement from and 
disappointment with the services they receive. 
All those involved in local politics should be 
working to improve this situation. 

Q What priorities and ambitions do you have for your par¬ 
ticular ward for the future? 

A On the doorstep people raise issues that 
impact on their daily lives, things like park¬ 
ing and the state of the roads and pavements. 
If elected I would try to work with people to 
find solutions and provide proper feedback. 
Much of the town centre is in Abbey ward. The 


Alexander Centre must be retained as a com¬ 
munity facility and we need to support the eco¬ 
nomic vitality of the town centre. The town cen¬ 
tre should be a place that people are comfort¬ 
able using day and night. We need quicker 
responses to incidents of antisocial behaviour, 
including graffiti. The future of the creek and of 
the traditional crafts associated with it is 
important. I hope we can stop piecemeal devel¬ 
opments and come up with a plan that pre¬ 
serves and develops this vital part of the town. 

Q What do you hope the council as a whole can achieve 
this coming year? 

A This will depend on the results of the elec¬ 
tion on May 1. The Conservatives have con¬ 
trolled Swale for six years and have given us 
financial mismanagement, cuts to services, 
increases in council tax and other charges. If 
they retain control I expect more of the same. 
However, if they lose control we have a chance 
to rebuild people’s trust in local government. 
In particular I would like to see the future of 
the Alexander Centre put on a secure basis. 


Q 


What do you like to do when you're not working? 


A I am chair of the Faversham branch of the 
Men of Kent and Kentish Men and secre¬ 
tary of the Faversham Badminton Club. I am 
also a member of the Faversham Society and 
Faversham Folk Club. Anne and I enjoy going 
to the theatre and we usually go to several of 
the Prom Concerts at the Albert Hall.

Network to help decrease use of car and fight disease 

County aspires to 
combat bad health

A TEN-year plan to promote coun¬ 
try pursuits has been launched in a 
bid to combat rising levels of obesi¬ 
ty and heart disease. 

The scheme aims to provide more opportuni¬ 
ties for walking, cycling and horse riding in the 
beautiful countryside of Kent. 

The plan, introduced by Kent County 
Council, will also attempt to reduce the volume 
of traffic on the county’s roads and enhance 
public rights of way - some of which have come 
under threat from new developments. 

The scheme, unveiled at County Hall in 
Maidstone on Monday, is seen as a vital way of 
combating the onset of chronic health prob¬ 
lems by offering easy access to exercise. 

It is also hoped greater access to the Garden 
of England will attract more tourists from 
throughout the UK and worldwide. 

KCC environment cabinet member Keith 
Ferrin said: “Kent is a stunning county and it 
is only right that its network of paths should be 
a gateway for visitors and residents to explore 
Kent’s heritage, wildlife and iconic landscape. 

“However, it is also extremely important 
that the network functions as a practical and 
appealing way to get from A to B over short 
distances without using a car.” 

The plan aims to raise the standard of path 
gates and bridges, as well as signposts. 

In areas of growth and development KCC 
want to ensure existing paths are protected as 
well as developed in all areas to provide an 
alternative to car usage. 

They also intend to improve safety and give 
out information to people who wish to explore 
the countryside using bicycles or on horseback 


- or by simply taking a walk. 

Finally, the plan is to ensure people 
respect the environment and understand how 
important it is. 

The plan is part of a decade-long strategy first 
put forward in 2000 as part of the Government’s 
Countryside and Rights of Way Act. 

All local authorities were required to heed 
its requirements but KCC has described its 


approach as “aspirational” - saying it has gone 
beyond the standards set nationally. 

Chief executive Peter Gilroy said: “This is 
an exciting first step and now we will be able 
to deliver it. 

“If we are successful it will reduce congestion, 
support rural business, improve people’s 
health and, most importantly, improve the 
quality of life for the people of Kent.”

HEALTHY 


THE health watchdog has launched its 
biggest ever crackdown on poor infection con¬ 
trol practices in hospitals across the country. 

Kent’s seven acute hospitals will be 
inspected as part of the drive to reduce 
deaths and illnesses from healthcare associ¬ 
ated infections such as Clostridium difficile 
and MRSA. 

The Healthcare Commission warned hos¬ 
pital trusts to ensure they are meeting the 
11 duties outlined in the Government’s 
hygiene code, which came into force under 
the Health Act 2006. 

Health Secretary Alan Johnson 
announced the measure after the watch¬ 
dog’s report into two outbreaks of C diff at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust’s hospitals, which led to the deaths of 
90 patients. 

A team of inspectors, including specialists 
in infection control, will carry out the spot 
checks with help from microbiologists and 
infection control nurses. Staff at all levels in 
the trusts will be interviewed. 

Anna Walker, the commission’s chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “There is a focus on infection 
control in the NHS like never before. 

“However, if we find any trust falling 
short of their obligation to protect patients 
from infection, we will use our powers to 
ensure improvements are made.” 

KOS Media has joined forces with NHS 
trusts across the county to help in the fight 
against healthcare associated infections. 

Through the campaign people are being 
encouraged to wash their hands regularly, 
at home, work or at hospitals. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust’s latest 
figures show it has exceeded Government 
MRSA targets - reducing infections of the 
superbug by 56 per cent over the past year. 

And cases of C diff have reduced by 31 per 
cent, the trust revealed this week.

IT’S being touted as the biggest 
event in video game history and 
stores are braced for one of their 
busiest weeks of the year. 

Grand Theft Auto IV arrived in Kent shops 
yesterday amid a whirl of hype and expecta¬ 
tion - and the sound of tills ringing. 

Outlets such as HMV in Maidstone opened 
their doors at midnight to meet the huge 
demand for the controversial title and there 
were fears it could quickly become sold out. 

Remarkably, the game - set to become the 
fastest selling in history - is due to take more 
than £200 million in its first week alone. 

That’s equivalent to the first week’s takings 
of Hollywood’s biggest ever opening movie, 
Pirates Of The Caribbean 3, At World’s End. 

Which means GTA IV could make in one 
week the equivalent of the entire internation¬ 
al gross takings of the movie Gone With The 
Wind since its release in 1939 - a clear sign of 
what a massive player in the entertainment 
market the video games industry has become. 

However, the game has also drawn criticism 
from some quarters. 

The plot of the game - which would take 40 
hours to play straight through - sees former 
soldier turned immigrant Niko Bellic arrive in 
a disguised New York - called Liberty City - 
ready for action. Niko had been promised a 


new life by his cousin after his arrival from 
Eastern Europe, but false promises lead him 
into a life of crime and violence. As well as 
stealing cars and goading police into chases, 
he can visit prostitutes, run down pedestrians 
and get a foothold in the world of drugs. 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier has warned 
of the dangers of such games and GTA IV has 
also attracted criticism from immigrants’ 
rights groups. 

A spokesman for the Joint Council for the 
Welfare of Immigrants said the central char¬ 


acter could cause problems for Eastern 
Europeans. “This plays on untrue stereo¬ 
types,” he said. 

But that is unlikely to stop gamers rushing 
out to buy a copy. Eventual profits for makers 
Rockstar Games could exceed half a billion 
pounds. 

A spokesman for HMV said: “Games are the 
new rock and roll and we expect to sell more 
GTA IV copies than Madonna’s new release.” 

The game is available for the Sony 
PlayStation and Microsoft’s Xbox 360.

Topic of snoring is enough 
to give you nightmares 


LAST week was national snoring 
week. 

I come from a family of snorers. In fact, I have 
been plagued by snorers all my life. When I was 
a kid I used to go on sailing trips with my fam¬ 
ily, I rarely got much sleep. My mother snored, 
my father snored and my brothers snored. 

I can assure you that nothing reverberates 
round a small fibreglass boat cabin than the 
sound of snoring. It is like trying to get to sleep 
in a plastic bucket being hit by a road hammer. 
When that symphony of warbled wheezing was 
going on I used to go outside and try to sleep 
under a canvas sheet. The prospect of 
hyporthermia at the time seemed a small price 
to pay for a few hours of decent kip.

grunting noise and you know that it is too late. 

I remember going back-packing in Belgium 
one year with a mate (why we chose Belgium 
I don’t know. It was flat and cheap I suppose). 
By the end of the trip we were worn out 
through sleep deprivation. It was impossible 
trying to get your head down in youth hostel 
dormitories filled with a load of French wind¬ 
bags and German grunters who had just 
stuffed themselves on chocolate and lager. 

The worst thing about my predicament is that 
I don’t snore myself, not even the merest rasp. 
There’s no way I can get my own back. If I could 
get to sleep first at least I could have the satis¬ 
faction of knowing I was inflicting it on others. 

There is no way to reason with a snorer. 
When they wake up you can’t shout at them 
“you are keeping me awake”, they just look at 
you with that ‘what-have-I-done?’ expression 
on their face. Then you feel bad because you 
have disturbed their sleep; even though you 
haven’t managed (as Orinoco from the 


Wombles used to say) ‘40 winks’ yourself. 

I have tried earplugs, white noise, whale 
tapes, ear defenders and hypnosis; none of it is 
a defence against the snorer. 

Snoring also has serious social implications. 
It can destroy relationships. There must be 
millions of divorcees out there whose mar¬ 
riages have been ruined by the nocturnal din. 
If you are a man doing speed dating it doesn’t 
matter if you are unattractive, jobless, have 
personal hygiene issues and spend your week¬ 
ends looking at steam trains, if you can say 
you do not snore you have a 100 per cent 
chance of pulling with a woman ravaged by 
years of endless nights trying to resist throt¬ 
tling an ex-husband making a noise like a wild 
boar dreaming of truffles.

Take offence 


Roy Chubby Brown trades his 
insults in worst possible taste 


THE air of Chatham will be 
turning blue when Roy 
‘Chubby’ Brown takes to the 
stage. 

Few comedians, with the possible 
exception of Bernard Manning, have 
divided opinion the way Brown has 
during his 30-year career. 

Considered by some to be the most 
offensive comedian in the country, 
Brown continues to fill theatres and 
is viewed with great affection by his 
many fans. 

Bom into one of the country’s poor¬ 
est industrial suburbs in 1945, 
Brown - who started out in life as 
Royston Vasey - faced a difficult 
childhood in Middlesbrough. 

When he was nine years old, his 
mother ran off and took Brown’s sis¬ 
ter with her, leaving the boy with his 
beloved but often violent father. 

The family sometimes found itself 
in dire straits and Brown started 
stealing, so trouble with the police 
inevitably followed. 

By the time he reached 19, Brown 
had accumulated an undesirable CV. 
He had spent two years in Britain’s 


toughest borstal, followed by many 
months in prison and had even been 
stabbed while in the Merchant Navy. 

The young man had been married 
and divorced, with two children to 
provide for. When he was released 
from prison, Brown joined a band 
and set about touring working men’s 
clubs, determined to escape his 
deprived lifestyle. 

He might have continued a career 
in music if the band had not split, 
which prompted him to try his hand 
at stand-up. Armed with the humour 
of the docks and a new name, Brown 
gradually honed his craft in a tough 
environment and discovered his forte 
in blue comedy. 

An appearance on New Faces in 
the 70s earned him second place in 
the show, but he reportedly failed to 
get past the audition for Opportunity 
Knocks after saying a**e in the 
interview. 

Despite rarely appearing on main¬ 
stream television channels due to his 
coarse material, he has built up an 
enormous fan base worldwide and 
sold millions of DVDs and videos. 

His autobiography, Common as 
Muck, reached number seven in the 


Sunday Times Bestsellers List and 
his influence is felt, albeit indirectly, 
in contemporary comedy. He has 
made cameo appearances in cult 
series League of Gentlemen as the 
mayor of Royston Vasey, the creepy 
fictional town named after him. 

With his 1995 hit Living Next Door 
to Alice, recorded as a parody with 
original band Smokie, he became the 
first person to take a song with the 
word f*** in it to number one. 

Brown, who is married, was diag¬ 
nosed with throat cancer at the age 
of 60 and faced losing the voice that 
had made his fortune. But he pulled 
through and fans can experience his 
inimitable humour first-hand when 
he visits Chatham. 

The show is suitable for over-18s 
only and people who are easily 
offended are advised to stay away.

CHANGE is a wonderful thing. 
While there’s something to be said 
for tradition and the tried and test¬ 
ed “If it ain’t broke...” approach to 
life, I’m a firm believer in trying 
new things.

sorship, VIP and upgrading your ticket to get 
into a special area. 

‘We did an online survey and the feedback 
among young fans was that often the person 


buying the ticket ended up feeling the lowest 
on the pecking order. I thought it was time to 
go back to basics and let it be about the punter 
and the music. I think you will see a complete 
change in festivals in the next two or three 
years. 

“Bands rely on live performances much more 
than they did in previous years, the market is 
changing and I think bigger bands will have a 
lot more input into the festivals because it is 
clear that they could 
do their own festi¬ 
vals if they want to. 

“I’m getting really 
good feedback from 
the artists and the 
agents. It’s about 
having a good festi¬ 
val, happy customers 
and happy artists.” 

The open-air Hop 
Farm Festival takes 
place on Sunday, 
June 6, with gates 
opening at 11.30am. 

At the time of 
going to press, the 
Neil Young-headed 
line-up also features 
Primal Scream,

“I learned basic Braille reading, how to walk 
with a cane and how people live in their homes 
self-sufficiently” she said. 

“I labelled everything in my house so I could 
walk freely wearing sleep shades.” 

It seems her hard work paid off when she 
started filming because she couldn’t see much 
through eerie grey contact lenses. 

“They covered my entire eye - I had no 
peripheral vision and sometimes partial 
vision.” 

Having learnt to live without sight, Jessica 
then had to tackle the violin. 

“It was the most difficult instrument on the 
planet,” she said, laughing. 

“I did six months of extensive training with 
five different women who have been playing 
since they were kids. 

“They still practise eight hours a day just to 
stay good enough to be in an orchestra. 
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“I just don’t have that kind of dedication.” 

But she did commit to the task, practising 
whenever she could, even during breaks from 
filming Fantastic Four: Rise Of The Silver 
Surfer. 

“I didn’t have time to take off that suit, so in 
my Storm outfit I was hacking away at the vio¬ 
lin,” she said. 

In a nod to movie The Sixth Sense, Sydney’s 
developing vision allows her to see dead peo¬ 
ple - from the little boy in the corridor by her 
apartment to the diners in the bumed-out 
Chinese restaurant. 

At first she thinks she’s going mad, but with 
the help of Dr Paul Faulkner (Alessandro 
Nivola), Sydney finally works out she is ex¬ 
periencing a real-life phenomenon called cellu¬ 
lar memory, where transplant recipients dis¬ 
play the characteristics of their donors. 

“I met a guy who loved sweets and hated 
Italian food and he said after his liver trans-

plant, he didn’t pick up a single sweet ever 
again and all he could eat was pizza and 
pasta. 

“He spoke to the mother of his donor, who 
was a 16-year-old boy - hated sweets and his 
favourite food was pizza and pasta.” 

Jessica has one more movie coming out this 
year - The Love Guru, with Justin Timber- 
lake, Mike Myers and Ben Kingsley. 

But as her first baby with fiance Cash 
Warren is due any time now - she was heavi¬ 
ly pregnant when we spoke - she is taking a 
well-earned break from filming. 

“I still feel like I’m just starting. Most 
actresses that I really love hit their stride in 
their 30s and 40s and I’m hoping that will be 
the case for me.”

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V2 site fires imagination

IF THE idea of a short 
break in a city doesn’t 
appeal and you fancy a 
little history, then just 
over the Channel is one of 
the most unusual tourist 
attractions in Europe. 

La Coupole, near St Omer, a 45- 
minute drive from Calais, was the 
site developed by the Nazis to 
house and launch their V2 rockets 
during World War Two. 

It may not be everyone’s choice 
of a short break, but it remains 
fascinating, none-the-less. 

It was a concrete dome protect¬ 
ing underground galleries and 
built by slave labour using east¬ 
ern European prisoners. 

But a combination of air attacks 
and a breakdown in infrastruc¬ 
ture meant it was never used. 

Now it is a museum attracting 
an increasing number of visitors 
from the UK courtesy of Kent’s 
excellent links with northern 
France by road, ferry and rail. 

Exhibits detail the workings of 
the Nazi slave state and the his¬ 
tory of rocket engineering. High¬ 
lighted is the man who designed 


the V2 - German Dr Werhner Von 
Braun, who was taken away at 
the end of the war by the 
Americans. 

Soberingly, any visitor soon 
realises the brutalising tactics 
employed by the Nazis did result 
in men standing on the moon as 
Von Braun masterminded the 
Apollo programme and eventual¬ 
ly designed the Saturn V rocket. 

There’s plenty more, however, to 
educate visitors through the other 
exhibits. 

Firstly, the Nazi occupation of 
northern France and the con¬ 
struction of the massive concrete 
dome and the galleries under¬ 
neath. 

Harrowing footage of the con¬ 
centration camps and the results 
of the bombing to which the 
British and Americans subjected 
towns in northern France is also 
documented, as are the conditions 
in which slave workers were kept. 

I was told increased numbers of 
people coming into western 
Europe from the old Eastern Bloc 
meant tourists from some of the 
places the slave workers were 
taken from were ever-increasing. 

The concrete dome of La 
Coupole proved resistant to 
almost everything the RAF could 
throw at it from the air. 


But the facilities, designed to 
store and fire the V2 rockets at 
London and Kent, were never 
used. 

Instead mobile sites were used 
to fire the missiles as they were 
harder to detect than the large- 
scale fortified sites. 

Near to La Coupole is Foret de 
Nieppe, which was a hidden base 
firing VI flying bombs - the fore¬ 
runner of the V2 - at England. It 
was the only operational base of 
its kind and included bunkers 
and a command centre. 


The craters, filled with water, 
are evidence of RAF-USAF bombs 
which were dropped on the 
launch site. 

It’s not the most clearly sign¬ 
posted site and is accessible only 
by road, but it is extremely atmos¬ 
pheric - there is no entry fee and 
visitors can wander at will amid 
the trees to explore underground 
galleries and hidden bunkers. 

The launch site is also still there 
- and chillingly it points straight 
at Tower Bridge, according to 
French experts.

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Mortgage 
relief hope 
to boost 
housing 
market

Greener houses 
will look good and 
keep out the heat 

PROPERTIES being developed will 
have an increased number of eco-friend¬ 
ly features - but they may not be imme¬ 
diately visible according to a developer. 

GreenMoves, which specialises in 
environmentally-friendly developments, 
said facilities to collect rainwater, better 
insulation and triple glazing will all be 
incorporated in new designs. 

They will be built alongside features 
such as solar panels. 

French-style external shutters could 
also be added to keep out heat in an 
effort to combat hotter summers. 

Julian Brooks, managing director of 
the company, said the shutters would 
keep buildings cool in hot weather - 
especially with top quality insulation. 

Other experts have stated that the 
absence of too many visual elements will 
keep buildings looking attractive and 
not spoil aesthetic elements. 

A recent survey undertaken by DIY 
store B&Q found that eight out of ten 
people questioned would be willing to 
pay more for a greener home. 

Gateway building 
still top agenda 
item in county 

HOUSEBUILDING remains high on 
the political agenda despite a predicted 
slump in the property market. 

The county remains a building hot¬ 
spot with the proposed developments 
along the Thames Gateway and areas 
surrounding Ashford one of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s highest-profile construction 
projects. 

Ministers remain committed to the 
project - which includes prestige devel¬ 
opments along the riverfront in 
Rochester and large-scale building 
between Medway and London - despite 
fears of an economic downturn. 

Rupert Bates, editorial director of 
Showhouse.co.uk, a development web¬ 
site, said: “I’ve never known a time 
where housebuilding has been so high 
on political and social agendas.” 

He added that the issues under discus¬ 
sion included debates over the number 
of houses needed and their impact on 
the countryside. 


CHEAPER mortgages 
are on their way as the 
Government fights to 
protect the housing mar¬ 
ket. 

The credit crunch has led to 
gloomy predictions of a slump 
across the property industry and 
a fall in prices. 

But according to the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders more competi¬ 
tive rates will be made available 
“in due course”. 

Experts say this is particularly 
good news for first-time buyers, 
who often feel the squeeze when 
the market is at its most volatile. 

The statement from the influen¬ 
tial financial group comes after a 
meeting between Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Alistair Darling 
and Housing Minister Caroline 
Flint, which Mr Darling called fol¬ 
lowing the introduction of the 
Bank of England’s £50 billion 
bond scheme to prop up the flag¬ 
ging market.

Bosses at the CML said the 
move would improve confidence 
and enable the market to become 
more fluid - in other words make 
buying and selling more attrac¬ 
tive and convenient. 

Following the Bank’s announce¬ 
ment Mr Darling called top mort¬ 
gage industry executives to his 
Downing Street office to discuss 
what steps they can take to 
ensure repossessions don’t start 
to rise - because consumers are 
finding it hard to refinance their 
loans. 

New mortgage applicants and 
what could be done to help them 
were also on the agenda. 

“I hope that lenders continue to 
take their responsibilities to¬ 
wards customers seriously,” Mr 
Darling said. 

In a joint statement after the 
meeting, the lenders agreed that 
the plan by the Bank of England 


to allow banks to swap what could 
be hard-to-shift mortgage assets 
for Government money which 
would need to be repaid - but in a 
better financial climate - would 
help ease funding pressures and 
ultimately allow them to offer 
cheaper loans. 

“The Bank’s actions should ease 
funding conditions for mortgage 
lenders over time to help to 
ensure the continued availability 
of a wide range of mortgages for 
potential borrowers at competi¬ 


tive prices,” Michael Coogan, 
director-general of the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, said. 

Mr Darling has pursued a 
steady policy in attempting to get 
lenders to agree to lower interest 
rates following the move by the 
Bank of England. 

The Bank of England has cut 
interest rates three times since 
December to shore up the econ¬ 
omy, but a number of mortgage 
lenders have been raising the cost 
of their home loan products.

New Focus sporting 
flagship out now 

FORD dealers across Kent can expect a 
renewed rush for the latest Focus ST - 
reckoned to be the best hot hatch on the 
UK market, pound for pound. 

The new version available from tomor¬ 
row, Thursday, suits the big lower grille 
sported by the facelift Focus range since 
January and starts at £18,250. 

But the big selling point is the tur¬ 
bocharged 223bhp 2.5-litre five-cylinder 
engine, with sporty soundtrack, 150mph 
top speed and 0-62mph acceleration in 
just 6.8 seconds. The car also rides on 
smart 18-inch alloys. 



Leon boosted for more 
power, less emissions 


SMALL turbocharged petrol engines are 
becoming the smart way for carmakers to 
retain power output yet slash emissions. 

This has been underlined by the latest 
Seat Leon model; the 1.4-litre TSI (from 
£13,755) offers 123bhp against lOObhp 
from the existing and similarly priced 
‘un-blown’ 1.6-litre Leon, does 0-62mph 
in 9.8 seconds rather than 11.7, has 
diesel-style direct injection for low-down 
punch and delivers lower emissions, 
placing the car in road tax band-D 
(£145/year) - the 1.6 is band-E (£170).

Spacious Clubman hits 
MINI growth target 


FOR all its marvellous packaging 
and driving fun, BMW’s reborn 
MINI is not that spacious, largely 
due to modem crash protection. 

BMW has tried addressing this with the 
Clubman (from £14,235) costing around 
£1,200 more than equivalent MINI hatches. 

It is 24cm longer - eight bringing more rear 
legroom - and boot space is up 100 litres to 260. 

The car’s retro effect is maintained by side¬ 
opening back doors a la original 1960s Mini 
Traveller/Countryman estates. 

But the single side door to the rear seats is 
on the ‘wrong’ side, BMW opting to please left- 
hand drive markets by having the extra door 
on the offside, so rear passengers will probably 
tilt the front passenger seat and enter and exit 
via the car’s front nearside door. 

But few would-be buyers actually care about 
the ‘Big Door Debate’ says Broad Oak MINI at 
Ashford’s Orbital Park. 

“Yes, it’s pretty much the first thing people 
say if they’re here to look at the hatchback, but 
it’s the last if they’re here for a Clubman.

“They tend to like the Clubman look and the 
extra room and see the door as a bonus,” said 
site manager Juliet Foreman. 

Broad Oak loaned us a Cooper entry model 
for our test, but there is also a diesel Cooper D 
(£15,400) and turbocharged Cooper S 
(£17,210). 

None are slouches - even the llObhp diesel 
hits 62mph in 10.4 seconds - and they are 
greener too thanks to BMW/MINI’s new ‘effi¬ 
cient dynamics’, including ‘Auto Start-Stop’, 
which stops the engine automatically when 
the car halts and neutral is selected, restart¬ 
ing when the clutch pedal is depressed. 

There is also ‘brake energy regeneration’ to 
recharge the battery and relieve the alterna¬ 
tor’s demand on the engine. 

MINIs are not cheap, but they hold their 
money so well - especially with the TLC five- 
year service package and option packages - 
that motoring is cheaper overall than many 
rivals. 

The ride is quite taut, but grip and handling 
is excellent, while the well-designed interior, 
with trademark big central speedo and hom¬ 
age to the original 1960s icon, is a masterpiece.

Retirement 
is a winner 
for young 
schoolgirl 


FROM the days of dropping our 
first pennies into a piggy bank to 
opening up a new bank account, 
our society is no stranger to the 
concept of saving. 

Yet for many people saving relates only to 
short-term aims such as an exotic holiday or a 
luxury car.

Pensions should really be used in conjunc¬ 
tion with another investment option to ensure 
full satisfaction - although they do have an 
edge over other investments in that the 
Government offers tax breaks on the money 
saved for retirement. 

While there might not be a right or wrong 


option, it is still very important not to put all 
your eggs in one basket. 

The best advice is to spread investment 
options: a more diversified and long-term port¬ 
folio should guarantee financial security.

Brickies fail to shine in

Dale Hennessey then headed Ryan Andrews’ 
header off the line from the resulting comer, but 
Sittingboume took the lead after just a quarter 
of an hour. 

Richmond scored his first goal at Bourne Park 
when he was left unmarked at the far post and 
steered in Bryan Glover’s free-kick, but manag¬ 
er Gary Abbott’s delight was short-lived as 
Corinthian drew level within two minutes. 

An innocuous-looking free-kick from Carlton 
Murray floated towards the Sittingboume 
penalty area, but instead of drifting harmlessly 
to keeper Steve Williams, the ball flicked off 
Dowry’s head for an own goal. 

Sittingboume fought back and ten minutes 
from the break produced the best move of the 
game, when Bradley Spice picked out Akhazzan, 
who again danced into the box before laying the 


ball off to Lee Spiller, whose first-time effort 
went just wide. 

For the second consecutive game Spiller then 
got into hot water. If his red card at Dover was 
harsh, he should have known better than to get 
involved with Byron Brown and when the duo 
clashed the referee sent both players off. 

Akhazzan then swished at a chance just before 
the interval and as the game neared the hour 
mark, Dowley nearly managed an unwanted 
double when he headed a cross towards the top 
comer of Steve Williams’ net, only for the keeper 
to bail him out. 

Corinthians were reduced to nine men when 
Luke Gay collected a second yellow card and 
Sittingboume thought they’d grabbed a winner 
in the 69th-minute, but Richard Brady’s shot 
was cleared off the line by Scott Hassell. 

A second goal line clearance denied 
Sittingboume from the resulting comer and their 
fin al chance came and went in the 89th-minute, 
when Harris tipped a Brady shot to safety. 

The result means Sittingboume finish the 
season in ninth place, one behind ex-Brickie 
boss Steve Lovell’s Ashford.

Shakey said: “It is one of those things if you

would be leading the championship after the 
first round I would have been ecstatic. 

“The thing is, it’s in-built into a rider to 
achieve the best and even if I had got the dou¬ 
ble win I would have wanted two lap records 
to go with that. 

“It’s great to be back at the front after some 
difficult years. This year I have been working 
harder than ever before because I really want 
this title. 


“In the difficult years the fight has always 
been there, but you do need the right machine 
and this year I believe I have got that and am 
grateful the opportunity I have got.” 

With the superbike fraternity heading to the 
tight and twisty Oulton Park circuit this week¬ 
end, the Airwaves Ducati rider believes the 
circuit will suit his bike. 

He said: ‘Thruxton was a strange circuit and I 
fully expect the bike will be better suited to the 
other tracks in this championship. On the really 
fast stuff we have not go the top end but through 
the comers we are solid and comfortable. 

“The rest of the championship is fought on 
tight twisty circuits and I believe we will be in 
great shape for those.”

FAVERSHAM Town boss Justin Luchford was 
left disappointed as three errors cost his side a 
win in their final game of the season.

JOE Dowley has been named Sittingbourne 
player-of-the-year, even though his manager 
Gary Abbott confessed to voting for Bradley 
Spice. 

Despite scoring an own goal against 
Corinthian Casuals on Saturday, Dowley’s 
efforts throughout the season secured him 
the vote and despite Abbott’s stated prefer¬ 
ence for Spice, he still felt Dowley was a 
worthy winner. 

He said: “Joe was always going to win the 
supporters’ player-of-the-year vote, because 
you always get 120 per cent from him and he 
does deserve it, although I voted for Bradley 
and also thought Bryan Glover did well.”
